Diverse Gem economy set for sustainable growth 



BOISE — Idaiio’s economic 
c.xplosion may be over, but the Ban 
administration’s new forecastipro- 
jects .sustainable, steady growth 
that should keep liic state in 
America's economic vanguard into 
the new century. 

Administration analysts are even 
more optimistic today than tiirec 
months ago about the availability of 


traditionally higlier-paying jobs in 
the goods-producing sector. 

It left Gov. I’liil Batt more opti- 
mistic about the siate’.s financial 
■ furore than he has been since tak- 
ing office 2 1/2 yeans ago. 

•‘'niis good report card is built on 
a broad base,” the governor said. 
"We don't iuive all of our eggs in 
one basket anymore, not nearly as 
mucii as we used to. By diversifying, 
and broadening our economic foun- 


dation, we’re in a stronger position 
tlian ever.” 

Tile resurrection from the near 
depression of the early- and mid- 
19H0s produced one of the strongest 
state economies in tiie nation. From 
1987 through 199-1, Idaiio’s gross 
state jiroduti grew an average of 
5.G percent a year, ranking second 
only to Nevada’s 7 percent, accord- 
ing to tile federal Bureau of 
Economic Analysis. 


And, the state forecast said. 
“Idaho should remain near the 
head of the pack over the foresee- 
able future.” 

Annual growth in the gross state- 
product will only be half tliat great 
through 2000, hut at 2.R percent a 
year that is still enough to rank 
fifth nationally.

National standards will help define 
‘organic’ as industry, products grow 


organic as 

Growers hope 
for uniformity 


MIDDLETOWN, Md. — Eric Rice 
sorts through his organic apples, 
selecting for market only those that 
arc large and red cnou(d> to appeal 
to consumers. 

It’s not easy to grow such apples 
without pesticides or chemical fertil- 
izers — it means, for instance, sul>- 
.. slituting natural predators such_a.s_ 
wasps to kill unwanted insects — 
but this crop is llice’s best in seven 
years. 

“We’ve gotten to the point where 
we can' compete with anybody on 
price and on quality — and for 
many years, wo couldn’t," said Rice, 
who grows apples, berries, flowers, 


vegetables, grapes and pears on bis 
75-acre farm in the rolling bills of 
northwest Maryland. 

Now, tiie Department of 
Agriculture is about to announce 
the first national standards for 
organic food products — a .system 
that will guarantee consumers are 
getting what’ they pay for. It should 
also validate the pro-environment 
effons of organic formers like Rice. 

“I think a lot of people do equate 
organic with fresh and hcalihfu],’’ 
he said. "It would help bring some 
uniformity in the way products are 
grown and marketed." 

Maryland and other status liave 
certification programs for organic 
farmers, but many states do nut. 
There have never been national 
standards to determine exactly 
when produce, processed foods and 
meat can be labeled and sold ns 


board; 

• Any product labeled as organic, 
sucii as a can of .soup, .should contain 
at least 95 percent organically, 
grown ingredients. But a farmer 
could use synthetic copper com- 
pounds and .some other .substances 
to help control plant disease.s. 

• Products could be sold as "con- 
taining organic ingredients” with a 
proniinent label on the front if at 
least half were organic. 

• All “organic livestock" would 
have to eat organically grown feed, 
not be kept in overcrowded condi- 
tions and “be allowed periodic 
access to the outdoors and direct 
sunlight.'.’ Farmers could use syn- 
thetic antibiotics if an animal 
became sick but not to promotc- 
growtli. 

• Genetic modification to plants 
and animals would be considered 
syntlietic and non-organic. This

\VASHINGTON — Get set for a blita of splashy new TV ads push- 
ing prescription drugs for evetytEing from allergies to herpes. 

The Food and Drug Administration eased restrictions Friday on 
how drug makers advertise _on TV and radio, saying they can 
directly tout a proscription drug’s benefits if they also provide a 
quick way for consumers to loam about side effects. For many 
drugs, a toll-free phone number tvill do. 

The pew guidelines say TV and radio a^s can simply provide a 
toll-free phone number, Internet address or some other easy tvay 
for consumers to read-thc fine print on their own. Print ads don!t 
change ■— in fact, the new IV campaigns direct consumers to read 
current magazines that carry ads, complete with FDA-approved 
warning information, for the same drug. 

Companies can't overemphasize the benefits in new TV ads, the 
FDA said. And the ads must warn about any major risk.

.Gingrich, K-Ga., whose mother- 
in-law is diabetic, was “one of 
the first people who spoke to 
me about the human dimen^ 
sions nf the disease,” said the' 
president. 

Clinton said the $2 billion will 
be spent on three programs; 

• Expanding Medicare bene- 
fits for the estimated 3 million 
senior citizens diagnosed with 
diabetes. Coverage will now 
include medical monitoring 
equipment and instructions on 
bow to manage self-care.

The blast killed three boys ages G, 13 and 15, she said. Eight oth- 
ers. ages f> to 15. including the mine owner’s son, were wounded.

■^Crew unaware 
of danger 

AGANA, Guam (AP) — The 
cockpit crew members of a., 
doomed Korean Air jet spent 
their last minutes of Hight 801 
much like any other they con- 
tacted the control tower, got 
approval for airival and lowered 
_tho landing gear. 

flten their jet slammed into a 
hillside and erupted in flames. 

That was the picture taking 
sha|>e Friday from a preliminary 
analysis of the “black boxes” — 
the data and voice recorders — 
found in the wreckage of the 
Boeing 7-17 that crashed Wednes- 
day in Guam. 

Tile crew members apparently 
had no idea they were headed 
toward di.sasier and sent no fran- 
tic mess.iges to the control tower 
in the minutes licforc their fiery 
crash. National Transportation 
Safety Board investigators said. 

“There was no indication the 
crew was reporting anything 
wrong with the aircraft,'’ said 
Gregory Fciih. the top investiga- 
tor on the NTSB team. 

But investigators emphasired

Stufdents turn parking lot into cosmic canvas

TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley students 
painted 3.6 billion miles of the solar sys- 
tem in the parking lot at the College of 
Southern Idaho Friday. 

Science campers, ages 10 to 12, 

■ accomplished the task by scaling it - 
down. One foot represented 3 million 
miles. Even on a smaller scale they 
could not include Alpha Cenlauri, ihe 
closcst' star other than the in visible 
from thcycarth with the naked eye.

treatment, lack of programs and

Convicted killer docked

Washinfflon fears flood of Idaho welfare dependents

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NEU'.’ORT, U'asii. (AP) — Authorities fear 
impoverished Idaho Panhandle residents will 
flock across the border for better benefits jast 
when Washington state is seeking to reduce 
its welfare rolls. 

There have been fewer than 30 documented 
cases of border jumping in liie month since 
Idaho launched one of the nation’s toughest 
welfare reform programs, bm more could he 
on the way. Tliat fear is intensified in this 
northeastern Wasitington town becau.se Old 
Town, Idaho, is literally just across the street. 

"I suppose this could just be the beginning,” 
said Friizi Reher, manager of the Newport 
state welfare office. 

The move to Washington is perfectly legal. 
People only iiave to pro\’e residency to (pialify 
for benefits. 

If families move before Nov. 1, they could 
receive $170 more per month than they could 
in Idaho. Tliey also would iiave access to 
Washington’s subsidized health care and bet- 
ter day-care options. 

Welfare rolls have dropped in the Idaho 
Panhandle from 1.200 last year to 435 in July, 
Idaho welfare case workers could see the writ- 


ing on (he wall, so they started building a 
database to track the migration. 

“I know if I were in that position. I’d sure 
think about moving,” said Kathy Reed, social 
.service director for the St. Vincent de Paul 
•Men’s Shelter in^oeur d’Mene, Idaho. 

In an attempt to discourage newcomers. 
Pend Oreille County commissioners recently 
agreed to stricter time limits un food stamps 
for single, able-bodied residents. 

“Tliis could he a real problem,” said Com- 
missioner Joel Jacobsen. "The schools could 
get crowded, rent could go up, we could find 
our whole legal system (becoming) more 
busy." 

The state has even provided S60,00Q for a 
county welfare fraud investigator, the only 
one in the state assigned e.xclusive!y to one 
county. 

Almost one-third of Pend Oreille County’s 
11,200 residents are already on public assis- 
tance, which could compound matters. 

. "I don’t think (here’s any question that 
tiiere arc people in Pend Oreille County who 
need help," said state Rep. Cathy McMorris, 
R-Colvillc. “But Pettd Oreille County xvas get- 


ting the reputation of the' welfare capital of 
the state." 

Officials up and down the Idaho- 
Washinglon bolder arc keeping an eye out for 
bor^ jumpers. About 20 people have moved 
from Lewiston, Idaho, to Clarkston. Wash., 
since the reforms kicked in. People also have 
moved from Cocur d’Alene to the Spokane 
Valley. ^ 

“I exited to sec tiiis flood, but what's hap- 
pening is a Uldc (increase) each momh," said 
Lois Green, manager of the Clarkston state 
welfare office. 

Under Washington's new welfare program, 
redpienis are required to find jobs or work at 
a nonprofit agcndcs. There is Mso a five-year 
lifetime limit for welfare benefits for abic-bod-. 
led individuals. 

Still, moving to Washington provides a 
sliort-term solution for some impoverished 
Idaho residents. 

“The climate is now better over here,” said 
Daisie Amcrick, director of the Nev^ort food 
bank. “There’s no more jobs (than in Idaho). 
They make no bones abmt it — thc’bcncfits 
are better."

Stipulations on gift to nnusic festival spark acrimony 


JACKSON, Wyo, (:\I') — Stipu- 
lations attached to a $40,000 ctm- 
tribution to the Grand Teton 
Mu.sic Festival have sparked acri- 
many and controversy arming 
supporters of the festival, 

Organizers of the annual festi- 
val have accepted the contrihu-^ 
tionfrom 

Foster Frie.s.s, a part-time 
Jackson resident who manages 
the Brandywine mutual fund in 
Delaware. He made his gift condi- 
tional on Ihu fc.ttival board refus- 
ing nil local and federal govern- 
ment grants. 

Fric.ss said he hoped his gift 
would "depoliticizc” fundraising 
for the arts by taking government 
money out of the picture. 

But the contribution did the 
opposite, polarizing supporters, 
said longtime supporter Warren 
Adler. 

“My concern is only that all 
community cultural events 


should he supported hy the com- 
munity wiihuut strings, particu- 
larly political agendas that have 
no business in the cultural life of 
our community,” Adler said. • 

Friess made his offer in an 
April IS letter to fc.stival Presi- 
dent A1 Hilde in which he con- 
gratulated Uilde and the festival 
board for whittling government 
contributions down from $31,000 
in 1994 to SG.OOOin 1997. 

“People in Jackson Hole have 
the wherewithal to begin making 
a statement, albeit symbolic, that 
we need smaller government," 
Friess wrote. "I congratulate you 
on the role you are playing in 
returning America to the tradi- 
tions of self-reliance and indepen- 
dence that flows from a system 
that relics op the private sector 
and individuals rather than the 
government to do things for a 
community.”, 

Hilde said tiic'rcduction in gov- 


enuneni grants over the past sev^ 
eral years reflected a decrease in 
funds available to the National 
Endotvment for the Arts and the 
Wyoming Arts Council. 

He added the contribution was 
accepted ha.sed solely on finan- 
cial gain and had nothing to do 
with Friess’ political motiva- 
tions. - 

Friess 03k conservative Chris- 
tian who has championed private' 
involvement in the arts, welfare 
and other areas where govern- 
ment funding lias decrease. 

He criticized the N£A for a 
"lack of sensitivity to the pluralis- 
tic culture that exists in our coun- 
try and its eagemc.ss to promote a 


very narrow agenda, which seems 
to favor a race<lass-gendcr per- 
spective on society 

Ling Tung, who directed music 
for the festival for 30 years and 
now is conductor laureate, said 
he had no problem with the con- 
tribuilon bccause government 
grants also come with conditions. 

But oboe player Joscpli 
Robinson, who sits on the festi- 
val’s board of directors, objected. 

"Ip my view, this is a compro- 
mise of the festival’s indepen- 
dence and therefore its integri- 
ty,'’ he said, adding he apprednt- 
ed the gift. “But it looked like an 
unfortunate precedent and a 
breach of prindplc."

"This was a gut-chuck race." said 
Boldon, the 1996 Olympic lOOand 200 
bronze medalist. ‘T said, you've talked, 
now let’s see some running." 

Boldon didn’t have to run os fast as he 
tliouglit. He came down the strctdi with 
a comfortable lead and cruised to the 
finish line in 20.04 seconds. 

Still, Boldon called it the “hardest 
thing I’ve ever done in my life. I was 
very concerned coming in because I 
wasn't 100 percent."

And I 
attempted to'instill within Joe my person- 
al values (“As long as we can buy food, 
there’s no need to shoot at living crea- 
turia”). 

I notv realize how “incorrect” I was. 
According to conventional wisdom, 1 
should have been talking about safe 
shooting (“Make sure you're shooting 
blanks"), responsible shooting (“It's OK 
to take an occasional pot shot, as long as 


long-term consequences of shooting 
("Just don't come running to me if you 
blow your liuad off!"). 

At least, that's the impression I get 
' from hearing poifticaf/.u-corn’cr people 
talk about issues confronting young 
people*’ today, -Teen-agers are going to 
iiave.se.'t, they say, so we need to wach 
tii'erh' how to'have "safe Vex.” A'n'd 
they're going to quaff an occasional 
beer,-^o let’s have advertising cam- 
' paigns about “responsible” drinking. 
And if they’re going to smoke, we can 
at least in.sisi tlicy do it with the full 
knowledge of what they’re doing to 
themselves, 

Few people arc willing to tell young 
people “no” these days - unless it’s the 
politicaily-correct thing to do. For exam- 
ple, it’s OK to say “no” to aerosol hair 
sprays because pf potential harm to the 
ozone layer (and everyone knows how 
I’.C. environmentalism is today). But it’s 
considered "unrealistic” to expect teen- 
agers to say "no" to sex, no matter what it 
does to them physically, emotionally or 
spiritually. You can say “no” to heroin, 
but not to beer, the granddaddy of all 
gateway drugs. And “no” is the correct 
response to any obscure chemical that 
cau.scs hangnails in one out of S3 bazillion 
laboratory rats, but not to cigarettes, a 
proven killer. 

What's wrong with “wrong"? We all 
agree that it’s wrong to kill or steal or lit- 
ter the highways. But beyond that, 

' “wrong” is debatable. And I’m not sure , 

why. Whiie it’s true that our valuer and 

priorities may differ on some specifics, I 
have to believe that we can all generally 
! agree that society benefits if teens don’t 
I enter adulthood enslaved by drugs, alco- 
i hoi, sex or the hcadlong.pursuit of plea- 
! sure. And don’t we all see the advantage 
I of a generation raised to value self-con- 
trol over self-indulgence, where “do your 
own thing" is replaced by “do the right 
thing”? 

Yeah, I know. “Right” has become rela- 
tive. People are so afraid of being incor- 
rect that the worst “wrong" is labeling 
something as “wrong." But sooner or 
later, we’re going to have to take a stand, 
and as a parent, 1 prefer to fake my stand 
now while Fm still teaching my children, 
rather than have to make a stand against 
the consequences of their experimental 
actions. 

Of course, our children should have 
choices. The freedom to choose is another 
one of those things we all value. 

• Eventually, our kids will have to choose 
j for themselves whether or not to 
J embrace our values. But we have to give 
•i them a framework from which to assess 
•• the world around them, which is why we 
shouldn’t be afraid to teach our view of 
right and wrong. Such values-oriented 
teaching won't prevent young people 
from making bad decisions. But it will 
provide more security and balance in a 
world that is frighteningly short_ of both 
qualities.

JEROME - Through persecution, dis- 
appointment and years of waiting. Andy 
Levdanskiy never gave up hope that 
God would lend him from Russia to 
America. 

“We <verc like the Israelites who were 
captive in Egypt and wanted out, but 
they had to cross the impassable Red 
Sea," said Andy Levdanskiy. a former 
Russian citizen who came to the United 
Slates with his brother and is now living 
in Jerome. “Wc were captive in our 
homeland, Russia, and wanted out. hut 
had to cross the impassable communism 
sea." 

He continued, “Since 1 was a little 
boy, all my life it was my hope and I 
prayed.aboui coming to the U. S. We 
liad many problems, because my father 
was a Baptist pastor. In those days, any- 
thing about God was not alkuved, so the 
communists shut him and the church 
dowTi. But God was still in charge and. 
when I was about 13 or 14, my family got 
some papers that said my oldest brother 
and I could get a visa."

JEROME - Members of an As-sembly 
of God congregation in Jenrme arc con- 
structing a new church after waiting 
mariy years for God’s approval and 
direction in the building project. 

“We waited for God’s timing, and now 
he has brought this whole thing together 
and wc'rc moving ahead, giving God the 
glory for what he has done," .said Steve 
Bartlett, member of the Faith Chapel 
board of tiustecs. 

The congregation bought 10 acres of 
land southeast of Jerome about seven 
years ago, with plans to vacate the build- 
ing they had worshipped in since 1942 
and move to the property at 100 S. 55 E. 

Bet^veen 85 and 100 people call the 
Faith Chapel Assembly of God Church, 
currently at the corner of Adams and 
East D, their home base 

“We have waited a long time, but all 
of a sudden (his y,cor, things started hap- 
pening,” Bardctt said. “The Canyx>nsidc 
School came to us and asked if they 
could buy our church. We knew then 
that it \s-as God at work, and tve sold it.” 

Funds from the sale arc being used 
for building materials. People in the 
congregation arc donating labor, busi- 
nesses gave materials and the Health 
Department gave the sewer permit. 

“Even the excavation of the ba.scment 
was donated," Bartlett said. 

The Rev. Craig Wilmot, pastor of the 
church, estimated that, tviih all the \x)!un- 
leer labor, the 13,0004quarc-foot building 
will be built for about S16 per square foot. 
It tvill include a. sanctuary, kitchen and 
fellowship hall with classrooms in the 
basement and a large space for Ute Royal 
'Ranger and Missionette youtli programs

that Faith Chapel sponsors. 

“We have about 70 or 80 kids attend- 
ing nmv, and wc expect to get about 100 
when we have more space,” Wilmot said.
